WASHINGTON, April 19—The 
House Appropriations Committee 
flipped the calendar back to the 
New Deal era today. It voted $1,- 
200,000,000 for a soil bank plan 
used by the Democrats in 1936 
to raise farm income. 

The committee acted as Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson “was 
telling the Senate Agriculture 
Committee on the other side of 
the Capitol that he needed new 
legislation to operate his soil 
bank plan. 

In a statement tonight Benson 
said the House committee by its 
appropriation had ‘‘put the cart 
before the horse.”’ 

“WON’T HELP FARMERS’’ 

“‘Appropriating $1,200 000,000 for 
the soil bank recommended by 
the President without giving us 
the authority to spend it for the 
soil bank certainly won’t help our 
farmers,’’ the secretary declared.

Herman Salmon was flying 
when he was around 16 years old. 
He came up through the old barn- 
storming days. He did chute 
drops and wing walks for aerial 
circuses which played the country 
fairs. He flew crates which were 
a lot more dangerous than any of 
the new hot jet jobs he takes up 
today. He is one of the nation’s 
great test pilots. 

He and Mrs. Salmon have four 
children. The oldest boy, aged 16, 
is already a good pilot and about 
ready to qualify for a license.

There was a suggestion made 
that the F104 may be the last 
pilot-manned aircraft until the 
thermal barrier problem is solved. 
Already, terrific air-conditioning 
units have to be installed. The 
F104 has a cooling system which 
would chill a 10-room house and it 
is a small plane, only a little 
more than 50 feet in length. But 
it still gets very hot at 50,000 and 
more feet at speeds of more than 
1,000 miles an hour. New metals 
are needed. Titanium is oné, but 
it isn’t yet entirely satisfactory. 
The F104 has this metal in its 
hottest areas, 

Both Salmon and Ozier believe 
the pilot can stay with any air- 
craft, at any speed, if the heat 
problem can be licked. The jets 
handle better, and with the new 
electronic stabilizing units, a 
pilot can saddle up one at tre- 
mendous speeds with manual con- 
trols. So long, that is, as he 
makes no error. The jet doesn’t 
forgive mistakes. 

Anyhow, the men who first take 
into the air these new creations of 
the minds of scientists are as 
mysterious in their inner work- 
ings to the layman as are the dra- 
matic planes they fly.

Hit Betting 
Across U.S. 


PITTSBURGH, April 19 —Spe- 
cial agents of the U. S. Internal 
Revenue Service today raided 
what U. S. Atty. Malcolm D. An- 
derson described as a ‘‘cross-coun- 
try syndicate of gamblers.” 


Simultaneous raids were made 
on other operations of the ring in 
Chicago, Fort Worth, Tex., Boston 
and Newport, Ky., Anderson said. 

The raids were begun here 15 
minutes ahead of the other cities. 
Anderson told newsmen he had 
“no idea yet’ of the number of 
persons arrested. 

TAKE BETS 

His statement added that the in- 
vestigation made it ‘apparent’ 
that the headquarters here re- 
ceived wagers from gamblers in 
other cities who had received more 
bets on a specific event than they 
chose to risk alone. 

In gambling language, such an 
operation is known as “laying-off’’ 
bets. The original bookmaker in 
such an operation transfers part of 
his possible gain or loss to the cen- 
tral or “‘lay-off’’ agent, who then 
undertakes the responsibility for 
paying any winning bets or col- 
lecting from the losers, through 
the first bookmaker. 

“Tt was then determined that a 
simultaneous raid could be con- 
ducted on the major gambling es- 
tablishments doing business with 
the local layoff headquarters.”’ 


SEARCH WRITS 


Anderson said search warrants 
alleging violations of the wagering 
tax law of 1951 were obtained 
from U. S. Commissioner Edward 
Snodgrass. He said persons found 
on the premises would be arrested 
and taken before the commis- 
sioner. 

Anderson said he will request 
the impaneling of a grand jury to 
analyze the material and follow up 
the leads suggested by this infor- 
mation. 

It is likely similar action will be 
taken in other areas, he said. 

The chief of intelligence of the 
Internal Revenue Service, and Vir- 
gil Wolfe, of the Justice Depart- 


ment, flew here from Washington 
to observe the raid, Anderson re- 
ported.

The action came as American 
officials hailed the Israeli-Egyp- 
tian cease-fire agreement as an 
important first step in moves to 
prevent full-scale war in the Mid- 
die East.

EMBASSY REPLIES 


“The embassy indicated to the 
Japanese government that under 
certain conditions there would be 
no objection,’’ White said. ‘This, 
of course, would depend on the 
size of the order.’’ 


Officials said Syria had asked: 
Japan about the possibility of 
buying ammunition there but had 
not yet actually placed an order. 
Japan checked with the United 
States to be on the safe side if 
Syria places a definite order. 


U.S. DESIGN 


This country’s permission would 
be necessary because the ammu- 
nition would be manufactured to 
specifications provided by the 
United States. 

White said the department does 
not know whether the American 
embassy in Tokyo has granted the 
specific permission Japan would 
need to fill a Syrian order. Press 
reports from Tokyo said the per- 
mission already has been granted. 

White emphasized that it would 
be up to the Japanese government 
to make a final decision on wheth- 
er to sell the ammunition. 


PEACE PEAK 


The Israeli-Egyptian cease-fire 
was worked out by Dag Hammar- 
skjold, secretary general of the 
United Nations, as part of his 
Middle East peace mission.

Agreement by 12 of the world’s lead- 
ing nations, including the United States 
and Soviet Russia, on a worldwide atoms- 
for-peace agency is the first international 
step toward harnessing nuclear energy for 
mankind’s betterment instead of for its 
destruction.

As I read this paragraph I re- 
alize once again how many great 
men now dead still speak through 
their inspired writings. And I 
thought, too, of the fact that there 
is a timeless truth to any truthful 
word, whatever the actual date of 
composition. 

Let me quote the paragraph 
which my friend sent: “If all 
people, when they feel the first ap- 
proaches of resentment, envy of 
contempt towards others; or if in 
all little disagreements and mis- 
understandings whatever, they 
should, instead of indulging their 
minds with little low reflections, 
have recourse, at such times, to a 
more particular and extraordinary 
intercession with God, for such 
persons as had raised their envy, 
resentment or discontent; this 
would be a certain way to prevent 
the grewth of all uncharitable 
tempers.” 

Have you ever followed such a 
suggestion? When someone has 
misused you, has slandered you, 
or spoken harshly or unfairly about 
you, have you countered with for- 
giveness and prayer for him? I 
don't mean to suggest that you 
should assume a_ holier-than-thou 
attitude, or that you might react 
to an unkindness with a _ self- 
righteous .air. 

Now, of course, this is not the

way of the world, but it is the way 
of Christ. For did He not say: “If 
anyone strikes you on the right 


cheek, turn to him the other also; 
and if anyone would sue you and 
take your coat, let him have your 
cloak as well; and if anyone forces 
you to go one mile, go with him 
two miles. Give to him who begs 
from you, and do not refuse him 
who would borrow from you” 
(Matthew 5:39-42). 

What did Christ mean by this? I 
think He meant that resisting evil 
with evil only creates more evil.

They are instructing all U.S. ambassadors that the administration 
does not want any political help from them in the campaign and that 
they are to shun politics like the plague. 

The secretary of state, with the express approval of the President, 
has sent a message to the chiefs of mission directing them to observe 


the following: 

1. Diplomatic representatives of 
the President shall not seek or ac- 
cept election as delegates or alter- 
nates to the conventions. 

2. They shall not serve in any 
other official capacity at the con- 
ventions, 

3. They shall not “otherwise par- 
ti ipate publicly in any partisan 
activities.” 

The directive makes explicit ref- 
erence to Mr. Eisenhower's wishes 
in this matter and those of the 
secretary of state. Its over-all ad- 
monition is put this way: ‘It is the 
desire of the President and my- 
self that U.S. foreign policy shall 
be conducted on a nonpartisan 
basis.” 

Secretary Dulles, I understand, 
has informed National Chairman 
Leonard Hall that from now until 
the November election he will not 
speak under the auspices of the 
Republican National Committee. 
His stated position is that his post 
as secretary of state is a ‘‘full- 
time’ responsibility and that his 
conduct of foreign policy must be 
“without partisan considerations.” 

This does not, of course. mean 
that Mr. Dulles will not expound 
the record in foreign affairs dur- 
ing the past three and a half years 
n terms Which reflect credit upon 
the administration.

Heavyweight champion Rocky Marciano, 
wearing a few extra pounds and a val sun- 
tan, wouldn’t say yes and he wouldn't say no 
when the $500,000 question was put to him at 
Atlanta Municipal Airport Thursday afternoon. 


To retire, or not to retire, that was the 
question. And Rocky wasn’t answering until he 
had had a chance to talk with his manager, Al 
Weill, and promoter Jim Norris, president of 
the Internationdl Boxing Club. 


‘I haven’t seen my manager and promoter 
in two months,’’ Marciano said. “And I can’t 
make any statement until I talk with them. I 
want to see what’s up.”’ 


While on a two-month vacation which took 
him as far south as Brazil, Rocky said he had 
lost immediate contact with.the mitt-slinging 
game, and wanted to be brought up to date be- 
fore reaching a verdict. 


However, the undefeated king of the ring’s 
big boys made it clear the feelings and opinions 
of his wife, other relatives and friends would 
carry much weight in the decision... Maybe 
more than that of Weill or Norris, reporters 
present were led to believe. 

“My wife, family, friends and everybody in 
my home town (Brockton, Mass.) want me to 
quit,’’ Marciano said. ‘“‘They’ve stuck by me 
through the years, and feel I should quit now.”’ 

He labeled “not being able to spend enough 
time with his family” the reason they wanted 
him to retire.

The State of Georgia will widen 
U.S. Highway 78 to a four-lane 
approach to Stone Mountain to 
aid in the privately controlled 
project to develop the Confederate 
Memorial there, Gov. Griffin 
gaid Thursday. 


Griffin said he is ‘1,000 per 


eent in favor’’ of the memorial 


proposal announced Thursday 
morning. And while the state is 


forbidden to participate financial- | 


ly in privately operated projects, 
the governor said the state will 
extend ‘“‘every allowable co-op- 
eration.” 

Widening of U.S. 78 was con- 
sidered last year when the state 
was negotiating for purchase of 
the mountain for a memorial and 
park development, he said.

DeKalb County Commissioner 
Wheat Williams also pledged co- 
operation with the new venture 
Thursday.

ORIGIN OF IDEA 

Meanwhile, a letter to the ed- 
ftor by William H. Terrell in the 
Mav 26, 1914, issue of The At- 
lanta Constitution. was credited 
Thursday with first suggesting a 
Confederate memorial on Stone 
Mountain. 

Most histories give eredit for 
the original suggestion to Mrs. 
Helen Plane, who was president 
of the Atlanta UDC chapter in 
1915. 

However. Stiles Martin called 
attention Thursday to the 1914 
Terrell letter and produced a 
photostatic copy. Martin, former 
Constitution newsman and a wide- 
ly known (,eorgia historian is 
now with the State Department 
of Commerce. 

ASKED UDC AID 

Terrell was an Atlanta attorney 
and served as a member of the 
City Board of Education from 


1913 to 1921. His letter to The' 


Constitution in 1914 urged the 


. paper to induce the United Daugh- 


ters of the Confederacy to take 
the lead in pushing for a Stone 
Mountain memorial. 

The Constitution editorially en- 
dorsed Terrell’s suggestion and 
in 1915 Mrs. Plane. as head of 
the local UDC, first interested 
the famous sculptor, Gutzon Bor- 
glum, in the project.

Liberty County Sheriff Paul Sikes 
of Hinesville was reelected by 
1,947 votes in Wednesday's elec- 
tion, complete returns made offi- 
cial by the County Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee showed Thurs- 
day. 

In a record-setting turnout, ap- 
proximately 3,300 of the county’s 
4,400 registered voters cast ballots. 
Sikes’ closest opponent was W. E. 
Phillips, with 923 votes. 

More than 15,000 ballots were 
cast in Richmond County (Au- 
gusta) where voters nominated 11 
county officials for four-year terms 
in Wednesday's primary and four 
of five present officials who faced 
opposition were reelected. 

In the closest race, M. J. (Mike) 
Padgett polled 7,107 votes against 
incumbent J. Cohen Hydrick, mem- 
ber of the Board of Commissioners, 
who polled 6,151. 

Charles Bohler won the newly 
created position of tax commission- 
er over Otto Grimstead, incumbent 
tax collector. 

Sheriff James T. Plunkett won 
hafidily with 11,663 votes over 
Curtis N. Wylds, who polled 3,760 
votes. 

In Liberty County, Mrs. H. §. 
Ryon, incumbent Superior Court 
clerk, was defeated by Oscar Flow- 
ers 1,642 to 1,528.

BAINBRIDGE—Dr. and Mrs. C. N. Cooper, who live in one 
of Bainbridge’s oldest houses, were surprised one day to get a 
letter with a picture of their house on the envelope and the words: 
‘Postman, please deliver this to the people who live in this house.”’ 

Needless to say, the Bainbridge postman ‘had no difficulty 
because the Coopers’ house is one of the most distinctive houses.

Spring finds milk production increasing seasonally, and conse- 


quently homemakers will find their food stores well 
with one of their favorite dairy foods—cottage cheese. 


Cottage cheese is highly nu- 
tritious; yet, its ealorie con- 
tent is low as it's made from 
skim milk. The skim milk is 
pasteurized, and then coag- 
ulated by adding lactic acid 
bacteria and rennet. The curd 
is cut, cooked and stirred, aft- 
er which the whey is drained 
off, and salt added to the curd.

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Fresh Cooking Greens 
Sight for Spring 


Fresh, tangy cooking greens make a pretty sight these days. 
When we think of leafy green vegetables, frequently only 
spinch or perhaps kale comes to mind. However, lesser known 
greens such as collards, beet tops, mustard, dandelion and turnip 


greens should not be ignored. 
The greens are among the 
most nutritionally valuable 


vegetables we serve. They are 
among the best sources of 
vitamin A, iron and vitamin C 
and are also extremely low in 
calories. One eup of eooked 
spinach, for example, has only 
46 calories! 

The dark-green leaves can 
add a great deal of variety to 
everyday meals. Young, ten- 
der greens should be cooked 
only in the water that clings 
to their leaves. They are de- 
licious served with a sprinkle 
of fresh lemon fuice, butter 
or crumbled bacon. The fla- 
vurful leaves can also be 
cooked in a heavy frying pan 
with a small amount of but- 
ter and boiling water. This is 
similar to the Chinese method 


-of panning vegetables. 


In the South, collard, turnip 
and mustard greens are very 

popular. They are frequently 
cooked with ham, salt pork or 
bacon. 

Raw spinach, kale or mus- 
tard greens can be used in 
the making of tasty and unr- 
usual salads. They are de- 
licious either alone or mixed 
with salad greens. 


HOW TO COOK GREENS 

BUTTERED GREENS: Cut 
off and, discard root ends, 
tough stems and _ discolored 
leaves. With kale, eut out and 
discard. midribs. Wash, lifting 


out of water and shaking well. 
Place in a kettle. Cover and 
cook until crisp-tender and 
wilted in the smallest amount 
of water possible. If young ten- 
der greens are used, cook only 
in water that clings to the 
leaves. (Kale, turnip and mus- 
tard greens usually need a little 
water.) Chop and add butter or 
margarine, salt and ground 
black pepper to taste. Serve 
with rolls of baked ham, if de 
sired. Yield: One pound yields 
about four servings. 


SOUTHERN STYLE 
GREENS (with salt pork): 
Wash % pound salt pork and 
score. (Make a lengthwise cut 
through the center down to the 


rind, and then, make 3 to 4 
crosswise slashes.) Place in a 
kettle with 1 inch boiling water. 
Cover and cook 45 minutes or 
until meat is tender. Add 
washed cooking greens. Cover 
and cook only until crisp-ten- 
der and wilted. Cook beet tops 
8 to 15 minutes; kale 10 to 15 
minutes; mustard greens 10 to 
12 minutes; spinach 5 to 8 
minutes, and turnip greens 10 
to 15 minutes. Chop and add 
salt and ground black pepper 
to taste. One pound yields 
about 4 servings. ™ pound 
pork is sufficient to cook 2 
pounds cooking greens. If de- 
sired, replace salt pork with a 
ham bone or with pork hocks.
